pressly waives the limitation of prop­ 
erty holdings. 
Tim bill involves the 
expenditure of more than $12,000,000. 
The political debate was opened by 
Mr. Townsend of Michigan, who in a 
prepared speech claimed for the Re- 
publican party credit for all national 
legislation in the past fifty years of 
vital interest to the public. 
In this 
he was vigorously disputed by Mr. 
Lock ran of New York, who afterward 
launched into a discussion of the presi- 
d«Hit's message of a few days ago, his 
remarks frequently evoking applause 
on both sides of the chamber. 
The 
president’s utterances in that docu­ 
ment. he declared, were such 
that 
neither party could ignore, for he had 
named the conditions for which both 
must contend. 
He characterized Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt as the only “crusader” 
in the Republican party and said that 
he could not. In view of his state- 1 
ments, with honor again accept the 
nomination for the presidency.

Bryan also was a crusader, and he be­ 
lieved that with the president’s mes­ 
sage as his guide, Mr. Bryan would 
become the foreordained champion of 
law* and order.

Drowned While Leaving Burn­ 
ing Vessel in a Boat. 


REST Cr THE CREW SAVED 


Steamer St. Cuthbert Burned to the 


Water’s Edge Off the Nova Scotian

Halifax, X. S., Feb. 4.— In the midtM 
of a wild blizzard the steamer St. 
Cuthbert was burned to the water's 
edge off the Nova Scotian coast. 
Fif­ 
teen 
members 
of 
the 
crew 
were 
drowned by the swamping of a small 
boat in which they attempted to leave 
the vessel after fire had broken out. 
The other thirty-seven members of 
the crew, including the captain, were 
rescued 
by 
the 
White 
Star 
liner 
Cymric. After taking off the survivors 
the Cymric abandoned tho burning 
steamer and proceeded to Boston, 
News of the destruction of the St. 
Cuthbert was received here in a wire­ 
less message from Captain Finch of 
the Cymric. 
The message read: 
“The 
steamer 
St. 
Cuthbert 
w-ns 
abandoned aiire off the Nova Scotian 
coast. 
Th«' Cymric stood by for nine 
hours during a strong gale, heavy seas 
and snow squall. 
Lifeboat in charge 
of chief officer making three perilous 
trips rescued thirty-seven members of 
the crew, including th«' captain. 
S*»v- t 
eral members of the crew severely 
burned and injured. 
“Fifteeu of the crew were drowned 
Sunday attempting to leave ihe ves­ 
sel. 
Their b«>at waa swamped by a 
heavy sea. 
“Sea-cocks left open on St. Cuth­ 
bert, which will probably sink within 
twelve hours. 
It is now a dangerous 
derelict lying in the path of New York 
and European vessels.” 
The St. Cuthbert was owned by the 
British an«l Foreign Steamship com­ 
pany of Liverpool and was a compara­ 
tively new vessel, having been built 
in 1904 at Newcastle, Eng.

ister was 4,904 tous.

the French column was reinforced by 
two companies of infantry and a bat 
tery of artillery commanded by Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Brollard and after the 
Arabs ha«l be«n driven off the <*om 
bine«! forces returned to Kasbah Bor 
Robid. 
The dead include Lieutenant Rich­ 
ard of the Third African chasseurs, 
for privates of the foreign legion, two 
chasseurs an«l one sharpshooter.

those wounded.

Bryan, at an informal rectptfon at his 
hotel, discussed national issues an l 
compare«!

“ President Roosevelt,” he said, “en­ 
dorses th«» position of th« Democrats 
on the regulation of railroads, sup­ 
pression of trusts, the income tax and 
arbitration, but he does not endorse 
tlit* Democratic position on tho ««lec­ 
tion of I'nitad States s«*nators by th*» 
people or tli»» us*; of jury in cases of 
contempt, 
where 
contempt 
is 
com­ 
mitted outside the courts, or the Demo­ 
cratic position on imperialism. While 
h«> recommends a revision of 'ariff. he 
puts it off until after election. 
The 
position of the Democrats is that tariff 
revision should begin at once on trust- 
mad«» articles. 
"The radical differences between tho 
Democrats and Roosevelt is that ho 
advocates th*.* national incorporation 
of railroads, which the Democrats ob­ 
ject to on the ground that it deprives 
the states of their control over com- 
raerctal interests. 
“Public ownership,” Mr. Bryan de­ 
clared, “Is not a question an«t will not 
be until p«»ople are given regulations 
which they regard as a sufficient test, 
I don’t believe the railroads will resist 
effective legislation and I am in favor 
of proceeding rapidly to test the «pies- 
tlon by the passage of measures au- 
tborizjng

commission to ascertain the value of 
railroa«ls and

of their 
watered stock, and to make a redu« - 
tion of rates where extortionate."

"I am going to tell 
‘Daddy’ all,” whereupon Guerin cursed 
her and seized her by the throat. Mrs. 
Campbell ran out from her hiding 
place shouting for help and Guerin 
hurried away. 
On cross-examination 
the witness added to her account of 
tlie affair that Guerin declared as he 
seized Mrs. McDonald, “I’ll murder 
you right here.” 
Mrs. Campbell was preceded on the 
stand by Miss Millie Lagen, a milliner 
of Prairie Du Chein, Wis., who told of 
overhearing a quarrel in a downtown 
restaurant between Guerin ami Mrs. 
McDonald, in the course of which the 
defendant in reply to a demand for 
money made a similar threat to tell 
“Dad,” to which Guerin replied: 
“If 
you ever threaten to tell the old man 
again I want you to know that I can 
shoot, and shoot to kill.”

Lisbon, Feb. 4.—U nder a now regime, 
with a new kins and the establishment 
of a new cal)!net, Portugal seem s to 
be for the moment at peace. 
T here 
is an underlying cu rren t of revolution, 
however, and the strictest m easures 
are being taken to preserve order. 
T he new prem ier has adopted the 
mosi energetic m easu res to forestall 
disorders and uprisings. 
T he consti 
tutional guarantees 
have been sus­ 
pended and martial law has been pro­ 
claimed. 
Ninety-four political prison­ 
e rs have been deported by steam er 
and will be taken to African prisons. 
T he revolutionary movement is now 
progressing, though 
in the deepest 
secrecy, under the direction of the 
editor of an 
im portant 
Republican 
newspaper. 
T he revolutionists had intended to 
firmly implant a republic without the 
spilling cf Mood, it is said. 
Their first 
intention was not to kill the king oi 
orow'n prince, but the autocratic ac­ 
tions of Franco drove them to frenzy. 
T hey bought arm s and ammunition by 
contraband, which they 
easily con­ 
cealed, and I lien at the suprem e mo­ 
ment they carried out their plans. 
.An official statem ent has been given 
out that perfect order exists through­ 
out Portugal. 
Franco, the once dic­ 
tator, was forced to resign because of 
th e bitterness of the people against 
bim, and the new' cabinet will strive 
for the welfare of the fatherland un­ 
der tile presidency of Rear Admiral 
Do 
Amaral. 
A nother 
official 
state­ 
m ent given out was to th e effect that 
th e president of the cabinet would lie 
supported bv all the groups of mon­ 
archists, who had agreed to forget 
previous differences. 
T he situation for P rem ier Franco 
a fte r the assassination became impos­ 
sible. During the days which preceded 
th e tragedy and during the tum ultu­ 
ous m anifestations on th e streets, w'ith 
tho later discovery of vast stores of 
arm s and bombs, public opinion backed 
him to obtain order, but the m urders 
changed the situation. 
H e has not 
been seen on the stre e ts since his 
m eeting with the king immediately 
a fte r the latter arrived from Villa 
Vicosa, but all possible places w here 
he 
might 
be 
have 
been 
closely 
w atched and guarded. 


New Cabinet Strongly Supported. 


T h e new cabinet, which is composed 
of th e strongest m em bers of various 
factions, hut all opposed to Franco, 
has drawn to it a strong patriotic sup­ 
porting movement. 
Admiral Do Am a­ 
ral and the chiefs of the monarchist 
p arty held a protracted session and 
laid out a program m e looking to the 
pacification of the people. 
Word has been received here that 
a British fleet, the num ber of the ves 
sels 
not 
being stated, 
has 
passed 
Oporto bound for Lisbon. 
T h e 
investigations 
of 
the 
police 
show' that tbe m urders were careful!.', 
planned. 
The assassins met secretly 
in the back room of a cafe and there 
laid out every step of th e plot, which 
they were enabled lo do as all the de 
tails relating to the homecoming of 
th e king had been m ade public. 
To 
each was assigned a post in the work 
of shooting down the m em bers of the 
royal family, but lots w'ere drawn for 
the selection of each particular vic­ 
tim . 
Those who drew Queen Amelie 
and I-rince Manuel failed to carry out 
their bloody task. 
T he chamber in the palace where 
repose the bodies of King Carlos and 
th e crown prince has been draped in 
m ourning and arranged to resem ble a 
chapel. 
The biers are surrounded by 
lighted candles and Queen Amelie, 
widow of the king, and the dowager 
queen, Maria Pia, his mother, watch 
continually at the side of their dead. 
T he body of the king is clad in the 
uniform of a commander-in-chief of 
th e army, while the prince wears a 
uniform of a captain of the Second 
lancers. 
Several m asses for the re­ 
pose of the souls of the departed al­ 
ready have been said in the mortuary 
cham ber. 
The funerals will be held 
Feb. 8. 
It is expected th at the funer­ 
als will be attended by the Prince of 
W ales, Prince Charles of Bourbon, the 
D uke of Aosta, the cousin of King 
Victor Emmanuel, a special French 
O csbassy and detachm ents of the for­ 
eign regim ents of which the late king 
w as honorary colonel. 
The condition of Queen Amelie, con­ 
trary to rumors, is relatively good.

ADVERSELY TO LABOR 


Supreme Court Renders Third 
Decision in a Month. 


DEALS BLOW TO BOYCOTTS 


No Means of Determining Real Condi­ 
tion of \ffairs in Portugal. 
Paris, Feb. 4.—T he paucity of ad­ 
vices from Lisbon continues and on 
account of the relentless censorship 
th ere is no means of determ ining lite 
real condition of affairs in Portugal. 
The most striking dispatch was one 
from the Spanish frontier declaring 
that firing had been heard on Sunday 
night near the barracks in I he west­ 
ern quarter of Lisbon, but no other 
telegram tillered through to amplify 
this incident or tell w hether violence 
and disorders have broken out in the 
capital. 
Resigning from his powerful posi­ 
tion as dictator in tile hope of appeas­ 
ing the wrath of his opponents and de­ 
ferring to that portion of public opin­ 
ion which held his policy responsible 
tor the murders, Prem ier Franco is re 
ported as trying to flee his country, 
to Hie end of preserving the existence 
of the m onarchy and his own life. 
So 
soon as Hie new cabinet had been an­ 
nounced there came quickly a second 
official note that changes in its per­ 
sonnel were probable. 
The semi-offi­ 
cial T em ps suggests that the cabinet, 
which is composed of m embers of the 
dynastic parties, but of widely differ­ 
ing opinions, could possibly only be 
united on ooe point, namely, opposi­ 
tion to Franco. 
It fears that the cabi­ 
net will not be able to handle the sit­ 
uation. 
T he Tem ps declares th at the king 
and his family were the victim s not of 
anarchists, but of a vast complot or­ 
ganized by all factions in the dynastic 
j and Republican parties, and that the 
I political leaders in P o ^ gal have in­ 
curred indeed a heavy resposibilitv. 
Spanish troops are forming a mili­ 
tary b arrier at the frontier and no 
person is allowed to enter or leave 
Portugal without being subject to the 
stern est scrutiny. 


DOCTORS EXAMINE THAW. 


Federal Tribunal Holds That Labor 


Unions Cannot Bs Permitted to In­ 


terfere by Boycott With Free Ex­ 


change of Commerce Between States. 


W ashington, Feb. 4.— For the third 
tim e within a month the suprem e 
court of Hie United States has pro­ 
mulgated an opinion construing laws 
adversely to the contentious of orga­ 
nized labor. 
The first of the decisions was ren­ 
dered on Jan. ti in the case of some 
railway employes who sought to se­ 
cure damages under what is known 
as “the em ployers’ liability law',” m ak­ 
ing railroads responsible for injury re­ 
suming from Hie negligence of fellow 
servants, winch law the court held to 
be unconstitutional. 
The second im­ 
portant finding in this line was an­ 
nounced on Jan. 23, when the Erdm an 
arbitration 
act, 
forbidding the 
dis­ 
charge of employes because they are 
mem bers of labor unions, was also 
declared to be invalid. 
The latest verdict rendered was in 
the case of Lawler vs. Loewe, the for 
m er m em ber of the H a tte rs ’ union and 
the latter a hat m anufacturer of Dan- 
Durv, Conn. 
T he case involved the 
applicability of the section of the 
Sherm an anti-trust law to conspira­ 
cies by labor unions to boycott articles 
entering into interstate trade. Under 
the term s of th a t provision the com­ 
plaining party m ay collect three times 
the amount of his loss if the charge 
is sustained. 
T he union fought the 
case on the ground that the law was 
inapplicable to such organizations, but 
the 
court, 
whose opinion was 
an­ 
nounced by Chief Justice Fuller, failed 
to accept this view', and in effect held 
th a t the unions could not be permit- 
i ted to interfere by boycott with the 
free exchange of commerce between 
the states. 
T here was no dissenting 
opinion.

REST OF THE CREW SAVED 


Not Prepared to Give an Opinion on 
His Mental Condition.

Thaw', now' confined in M atteaw an hos­ 
pital for the criminal insane, was held 
by Dr. Allan W. Ferriss, president of 
the New' York state lunacy commis­ 
sion. and Dr. Lamb, superintendent of 
the institution. 
The examination was 
of prelim inary character, Thaw and 
the physicians talking casually togeth­ 
er for about half an hour. 
A fter the 
exam ination Dr Ferris said it w as too 
early to give an opinion on T h a w ’s 
m ental 
condition. 
The 
exam ination 
interrupted a visit of Mrs. 
Evelyn 
N csbit Thaw and Daniel O’Reilly of 
T h a w ’s counsel, who cam e up from 
New York. 
It w'as Mrs. T h aw ’s first 
visit to her husband since his arrival 
at M atteaw an and she appeared de­ 
pressed over the situation in w'hich 
her husband found himself am ong the 
insane. 
Mrs. Thaw and counsel spent over 
an hour with Thaw, after which they 
visited the various departm ents of the 
institution. 
Mrs. T haw said: 
“T hat is no place for H arry, in w ith 
all those insane persons. 
W hy, the 
colors on the wall are even depressing. 
I found H arry doing nicely and satis­ 
fied w ith the food he wras getting, but 
I don’t think a m an of his sanity 
should be throw n in w ith those peo­ 
ple.” 
Alienists Evans and Jeliffe, retained 
by th e Thaw family, held several con­ 
ferences wdth Thaw. 
It is believed 
here that unless Thaw is discharged 
through the co-operation of the state 
Authorities within a few weeks, habeas 
corpus proceedings w ill be instituted 
In the Supreme court here. 
That Mrs. 
That does not expect the immediate 
discharge of her husband is indicated 
by her engagem ent for two w eeks of a 
room in a hotel at Fishkill landing, 
w here she will be only a short dis­ 
tance from Matteawan.

Engage in Lively Debate on National 
Politics. 
W ashington, Feb. 4.—T hree of the 
giants of the house of representatives 
had their innings in debate. 
Tech­ 
nically the Indian appropriation bill 
w as under discussion, but legislation 
was relegated to the background while 
national politics occupied the stage. 
Before the political question cropped 
out, the house, wdth next to the largest 
attendance 
of 
the 
session 
present, 
w'ith but one dissenting voice, passed 
a general w idows’ pension bill grant­ 
ing a fiat pension of $12 a month to the 
widow of all honorably discharged sol­ 
diers of the U nited States who have not 
heretofore received the benefits of the 
pension law and an increase of $4 a 
month for those who have under the 
aet of Jun e 27, 1890. 
The law ex­ 
pressly wraives the limitation of prop­ 
erty holdings. 
T he bill involves the 
expenditure of more than $12,000,000. 
T he political debate was opened by 
Mr. Townsend of Michigan, who in a 
prepared speech claimed for the Re­ 
publican party credit for all national 
i legislation in the past fifty years of 
I vital interest to the public. 
In this 
he was vigorously disputed by Mr. 
Cockran of New' York, who afterw ard 
launched into a discussion of the presi­ 
d e n t’s m essage of a few' days ago, his 
rem arks frequently evoking applause 
on both sides of the chamber. 
The 
president’s utterances in that docu- 
! merit, be declared, w’ere such that 
neither party could Ignore, for he had 
named the conditions for which both 
must contend. 
He characterized P res­ 
ident Roosevelt as the only “crusader” 
in the Republican party and said that 
he could not, In view of his state­ 
ments, with honor again accept the 
nomination for the presidency. 
Mr. 
Bryan also was a crusader, and he be­ 
lieved that with the president’s mes­ 
sage as his guide, Mr. Bryan would 
become the foreordained champion of 
law and order. 
Mr. Hepburn also defended the pres. 
ident’s m essage and said that con­ 
demnation of it had come only from 
the great m alefactors of the age “and 
the gentleman from Ohio,” meaning 
Senator Uoraker. 
W nile the debate w as on almost 
every seat on the floor and in the gal­ 
leries was occupied. 


Steamer St. Cuthbert Burned to the 


W ater’s Edge Off the Nova Scotian

Halifax, N. S., Feb. 4.—In the midst 
of a wild blizzard the steam er St. 
Cuthbert was burned to the w ater’s 
edge off the Nova Scotian coast. 
Fif­ 
teen 
mem bers 
of 
the 
crew 
w'ere 
drowned by the sw amping of a small 
boat in which they attem pted to leave 
the vessel after fire had broken out. 
T he other thirty-seven m em bers of 
th e crew', including the captain, were 
rescued 
by 
the 
W hite 
S tar 
liner 
| Cymric. A fter taking off the survivors 
the Cymric abandoned the burning 
1 steam er and proceeded to Boston. 
News of the destruction of the St. 
Cuthbert was received here in a wire­ 
less message from Captain Finch of 
the Cymric. 
The m essage read: 
“The 
steam er 
St. 
Cuthbert 
w'as 
abandoned afire off the Nova Scotian 
coast. 
The Cymric stood by for nine 
hours during a strong gale, heavy seas 
and snow squall. 
Lifeboat in charge 
of chief officer m aking three perilous 
trips rescued thirty-seven m em bers of 
the crew, including the captain. 
Sev­ 
eral m em bers of the crew severely 
burned and injured. 
“Fifteen of the crew were drowned 
Sunday attem pting to leave the ves­ 
sel. 
T heir boat w as sw am ped by a 
heavy sea. 
“Sea-cocks left open on St. Cuth­ 
bert, which will probably sink within 
twelve hours. 
It is now a dangerous 
derelict lying in the path of New York 
and European vessels.” 
The Sr. Cuthbert was owned by the 
British and Foreign Steam ship com­ 
pany of Liverpool and was a com para­ 
tively new vessel, having been built 
in 1904 at Newcastle, Eng. 
H er reg­ 
ister was 4,954 tons. 


EIGHT FRENCHMEN NILLED 


Fifty O thers Wounded in Desperate 
Conflict With Moors. 
Paris, 
Feb. 
4.— Eight 
Frenchmen 
were killed and fifty wounded in a 
desperate conflict which the French 
forces in .Morocco have had with n a­ 
tives just south of Kasbnh Ber Unhid. 
Word of this engagement was received 
here from General d’Amade, the com­ 
manding general in Morocco, who re 
poits that a French column, com m and­ 
ed hy Colonel Boutegourd, was sud­ 
denly attacked by a vast, horde of 
Arabs while m arching to the south 
for 
tile 
purpose of 
punishing 
the 
Chaouia tribesmen. The combat opened 
at 
midday. 
Thousands 
of 
Moors 
seemed to spring out of the hills and 
sought to surround the French col­ 
umn. 
A fierce fight followed, which 
lasted two hours, the enemy finally 
retiring with heavy loss. 
Meanwhile 
the French column was reinforced by 
two com panies of infantry and a bat 
tery of artillery commanded by Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Brollard and after the 
Arabs had bemi driven off the com ­ 
bined forces returned to Kasbah Ber 
Robid. 
The dead include L ieutenant Rich­ 
ard of the Third African chasseurs, 
for privates of the foreign legion, two 
chasseurs and one sharpshooter. Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Passant was among 
those w'ounded. 
It is believed that the 
I tribesm en w'ho opposed the French 
I soldiers included the Mozambas as 
well as the Chaouias.

Iowa Man’s Terrible Method of Com­ 
mitting Suicide. 
Des Moines, la., Feb. 4.—Leaving 
their bed without disturbing his wife, 
Abraham Laudnicht went to the kitch­ 
en of their home here, where he 
soaked his clothes in kerosene and 
then applied 
a 
match. 
Before aid 
could be summoned the man died in 
terrible agony, his body being burned 
to a crisp. 


Roosevelt’s Policies as Expressed in 
Recent Message. 
Cincinnati, Feb. 4.—Hailed as “a 
greater force for righteousness than 
all the preachers in the world,” Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt and his policies as ex­ 
pressed in his recent m essage to con­ 
gress were endorsed by the M ethodist 
Preachers’ association of this city. 
Resolutions setting forth the opin­ 
ion of the m inisters were adopted 
after a long debate on the propriety 
of the association taking action. Only 
one voice was raised against the reso­ 
lutions them selves and only one vote 
was recorded against them. 


Appeals for an Appropriation. 
W ashington, Feb. 4.—Senator Piles 
of W ashington delivered ail eloquent 
appeal in the senate in favor of an ap­ 
propriation by congress of $700,000 
for a government exhibit at the Alas- 
ka-Yukon-Pacific exposition to be held 
in Seattle next year. 
The day was

bills on the calendar, several of which 
were passed.

Brother and Sister. 
Nor!home, Minn., Feb. 4.— Clifford 
Cook, a farm er’s son, gave his life in 
the rescue of his little brother and sis­ 
ter from a fire that destroyed their 
farm home. 
Awakened by the heat and noise of 
the flames and the suffocating smoko, 
the lad with thought only for the oth 
ers in the home, dashed to the bed of 
the children, who a few m om ents 
later would 
have perished. 
Seizing 
the little ones he groped his way to 
a window and dropped his precious 
burden to the ground. 
But it was too 
late for him to make the leap to safe­ 
ty.

TALKS ON NATIONAL ISSUES 


W. J. 
Bryan 
Compares 
Roosevelt’s 
Policies With Those of Democrats. 
Reading, Pa.. Feb. 4.—William J. 
Bryan, at an informal rectption at his 
hotel, discussed national issues and 
compared 
tile policies of President 
Roosevelt w ith those endorsed by the 
Democrats. 
“ President Roosevelt,” he said, “en ­ 
dorses the position of the Democrats 
on the regulation of railroads, sup­ 
pression of trusts, the income tax and 
arbitration, but he does not endorse 
the Democratic position on the ('lec­ 
tion of United States senators by the 
people or the use of jury in cases of 
contempt, 
where 
contempt 
is 
com­ 
mit ted outside the courts, or the Demo­ 
cratic position on imperialism. While 
he recommends a revision of tariff, he 
puts it off until after election. 
T he 
position of tile Democrats is that tariff 
revision should begin at once on trust- 
made articles. 
“The radical differences between the 
Democrats and Roosevelt is that he 
advocates the national incorporation 
of railroads, which the Democrats ob­ 
ject to on the ground that it deprives 
the states of their control over com­ 
mercial interests. 
“Public ownership,” Mr. Bryan de­ 
clared, “is not a question and will not 
be until people are given regulations 
which they regard as a sufficient test, 
I don’t believe the railroads will resist 
effective legislation and I am in favor 
of proceeding rapidly to test the ques­ 
tion by the passage of m easures au­ 
thorizing 
th e 
interstate 
commerce 
commission to ascertain the value of 
railroads and 
the am ount of their 
watered stock, and to m ake a reduc­ 
tion of rates where extortionate.” 


THREATENED MRS. M'DONALD 


Prayers for the Assassins. 
Cape Town, Feb. 4.—A dispatch re­ 
ceived here from Delagoa Bay, Portu­ 
guese East Africa, says that Portu­ 
guese adventurers, of whom the place 
is full, are openly demostrating their 
joy at the assassination of King Car­ 
los and the crown prince, and excesses 
are feared. 
Prayers for the assassins 
have been offered in one church. 


Witnesses Testify 
Regarding Those 
Made by Webster Buerin. 
Chicago, Feb. 4.—Mary J. Campbell, 
who conducts a cleaning and dyeing 
establishm ent, testified in the McDon­ 
ald trial to having interrupted W eb­ 
ster Guerin iii the act of choking Mrs. 
McDonald and to having heard him 
threaten to take her life. 
The assault 
occurred, she said, on Drexel boule- 
bard, one of * he principal South Side 
thoroughfares, near Forty third siree*, 
a week before the shooting of Guerin, 
and was witnessed by her from behind 
a bill board. 
According to the wo­ 
man's story, she passed the couple 
and overheard them quarrelling over 
money 
matters, 
Guerin 
demanding 
that she give him money and Mrs. 
McDonald pleading that she could not. 
do so. 
W hile waiting for a car Mrs. 
Campbell saw the couple approaching 
and out of curiosity concealed herself 
behind the bill board. 
She heard Mrs. 
McDonald say: 
'T am going to tell 
‘Daddy’ all,” whereupon Guerin cursed 
her and seized her by the throat. Mrs. 
Campbell ran out from her hiding 
place shouting for help and Guerin 
hurried away. 
On cross-examination 
the witness added to her account of 
the affair that Guerin declared as he 
seized Mrs. McDonald, “I’ll murder 
you right here.” 
Mrs. Campbell was preceded on the 
stand by M iss Millie Lagen, a milliner 
of Prairie Du Chein, Wis., w ho told of 
overhearing a quarrel in a downtown 
restaurant between Guerin and Mrs. 
McDonald, in the course of which the 
defendant in reply to a demand for 
money made a sim ilar threat to tell 
“Dad,” to which Guerin replied: 
“lf 
you ever threaten to tell the old man 
again I want you to know that I can 
shoot, and shoot to kill.”

However far Judge Gray may t>e 
from this Ideal, lie at loa*t has shown 
enough sterling character to make the 
American public measure and weigh 
him while choosing its next chief mag­ 
istrate. 
There is every indication that 
the voters are going to scrutinize can­ 
didates this year a little more closely 
than ever before. They owe it to them­ 
selves and to the future that they do 
this. 
If tlie parties are not moved by 
the same spirit In making their nomi­ 
nations, they are hooked for some sur­ 
prises. 
Tin* presidency of the United 
States is a big office, the most impor­ 
tant on this planet. The people are en­ 
titled to a big man for the place, not 
simply big in words and In popular 
poses, but big In outlook, big in loyalty 
to truth and big in soul. 
In this year of our Lord every Ameri­ 
can voter owes it to himself and to his 
country to attend tin* primaries and to 
help in choosing the nominees, then of 
scrutinizing the tickets still more close­ 
ly b e f o r e deciding on his choice in No­ 
vember.
